Claim 30 (currently amended). A resource management apparatus comprising: 

means for receiving a request from a first communications device to enhance a 
packet-based communication session between the first communications device and a 
second communications device; 

means for allocating a digital signal processing (DSP) resource for the 
communication session responsive to the request; 

means for receiving packets for the communication session from the second 
communications device; 

means for processing the packets using the allocated DSP resource to enhance 
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information encoded in the packets; and 

means for communicating the processed packets to the first communications 
device us i ng th e i nt e rfac e.
